We cannot live the past but we can record it 
| for our memories. The growth and progress of our 
-| Alma Mater are a history of which we are proud. 
Late in 1891 the Reverend Chandler A. Oakes en- 
visioned a state normal school at East Stroudsburg. 
/He shared his dreams with Mr. Seeley Rosenkrans. 
A charter for the corporation was written, 315!/, 
shares were sold, and an eleven-acre tract was ac- 
-quired. The Normal School opened its doors on 
September 4, 1893. 

Stroud Hall was the nucleus with class rooms, 
training school, Chapel, dormitory rooms, library, 
post office, business office, game rooms, YWCA, and 
Jiving quarters for several faculty members. In 1894 
plans for new buildings and additions to the old 
_were received including a kitchen, an annex, and a 
| two-story front porch for Stroud Hall. Wayne Gym 
was dedicated in 1896; a Recitation Hall was com- 
pleted in 1902. 

More progress and more change ensued; new 
additions included Shawnee Hall, the Infirmary, the 
front entrance, a Model School, and a World War | 
Memorial (now named Julia, supposedly resembling 
a female Julius Caesar). 

Rapid strides toward college status continued 
.}and in June 1926 the State Council authorized the 
School to confer two degrees: Bachelor of Science of 
}Education and Bachelor of Science in Health Educa- 
‘tion. The Council renamed the School “The State 
| aera College of East Stroudsburg” in June 1927. 
| Four more buildings were erected in 1938: Physical 
| Education Center, Men’s Dormitory, Dining Hall, and 
Laboratory School. A new athletic field was also 
completed. 

Since the 1943 Golden Jubilee many little stones

Let us give you a cinemascope headline hop of his varied interests, 
achievements, and positions which have afforded him a fascinating life 
thus far. 

Mr. Foltz has taught in high school, normal school, college, and 
university. From a teacher of typing he aspired to East Stroudsburg 
through varied channels: a teacher of typing, secretary to the President 
of a Bank, teacher of commercial subjects, director of Fur and Leather 
School, teacher at Ideal Business School, and a professor of Education at 
the University of Florida. 

He came to East Stroudsburg in 1924 as principal of the junior high 
school and a member of the college faculty. He matriculated effectively 
through the years, first to Director of Secondary Education, 1940; then 
Acting Dean of Instruction, 1949; Associate Professor of Education, 1956; 
and finally Head of Department of Education 1956-1958. 

Honors traveled in his direction. He has been included in “Leaders 
in American Education” since 1941 and ‘“Who’s Who in American Educa- 
tion” since 1945. Other honors include membership in Phi Delta Kappa, 
Intercollegiate Cosmopolitan Club, International House, PSEA, NEA, 
Rotary Club, Committee for Evaluation of Middle States Association of 
Secondary Schools and Colleges, Stroudsburg Male Chorus, and the Com- 
munity Chest. 

Mr. Foltz has many interests outside the field of education including 
music, athletics (Captain of High School and College Track Teams), 
cabinet work, and travel (United States, Canada, and Mexico). 

The STROUD Staff and the Senior Class are proud to dedicate this 
issue to Mr. Foltz who graduates with us after serving us as Professor 
and also as senior class advisor since 1941. A healthy, happy, and “just- 
as-active” future to you Professor and Mrs. Irving W. Foltz.

The old edifice was named for Reverend Chandler A. Oakes, former pastor 
of the East Stroudsburg Presbyterian Church, who first conceived the idea of 
locating a teachers college here. Oakes Hall, completed in 1902, is the third 
oldest building on campus. With its atmosphere of learning, Oakes still stands 
as a symbol of the often underestimated struggle won by the determined founders
